I HAVE the honour to submit to the Relief Commissioners the Supple- 
mentary Appendix referred to in their Seventh and last Report. 

This document would have been completed earlier, had it not been for the diffi- 
culty arising in the final settlement with the respective Unions, in consequence of 
various drafts outstanding, which had first to be paid and adjusted. 

The accounts annexed are arranged in the following order, viz. ; 

1st. The general account for the entire service of the Commission. Parti. 

2nd. Tim subdivision of the credit sums for loans and grants apportioned to Partii 
each Union. rariii. 

3rd. The further subdivision of advances made as loans and grants to the Part III 
several electoral divisions of Unions in Ireland. 

Tlie result of the first shows a saving upon the amount voted for loans and ffrants 
under the Act, of 530,113/. I9s. 2</. ^ 

In the second_ table will be found inserted against each Union in Ireland the 
relative proportions of relief afforded under the Temporary Relief Act to the 
statute acre, as well as to the population ; also the proportionate rating upon the 
be repid iimount advanced to each Union, and the avera|e rating to 

In the last tables will be found the rating in the pound upon the valuation to be 
repaid by each electoral division ; also, the highest number of persons that received 
relief m any one day, during the existence of the Temporary Relief Act, and other 
electoral division information tiiat appeared desirable to afford, in connexion with 
the fate extraordinary measure of relief.

by the I (th clause of the- Act, for repayment of the amount of hm advanced as 
shown in the proper column (A) of the annexed table. No. 2. 

It IS hoped that tliese tallies are sufficiently clear : the only point in them which 
may require explanation is, that the amount of subscriptions locally raised in aid 
of the Act, was equivalent to the total amount of donations, as shown in the 
proper column ; and in calculating the rating in the pound upon the valuation for 
the entire amount advanced, the amount of the subscriptions is excluded. 

Having, by the annexed .accounts, worked out the Bnancial results of the Com- 
mission, 1 now beg to submit the condensed opinions of tlie Committees and local 
bodies upon the working of the Temporai-y Relief Act in their respective districts 

A circular was addressed on the 23rd August last, to the several Electoral 
Division Committees, with the view of obtaining from each Committee such 
lemarks upon the economy and benefit attending the measure generally, as they 
might think proper to offer. Nearly 2000 reports have been ivceived ; some are 
veiy inteiestmg, and rendered more so by the practical local information they 
afford, while others consist of mere statistical details. ^ 

General Feeling of Gratitude for the Meamre.

appear to appreciate the beneht it conferred upon them ; and although the Act was 
denounced at brat, now that many of the poor have been assisted throuvh tempo-

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rary difficulties by it, and not permanently pauperized, the population declare they 
were never better off during the summer months, than in this year. In the words 
of one report, which conveys a very general feeling to be gleaned from others, it is 
stated, “that the impression left here, and one which will be long felt, is of uni- 
“ versal approval of the Act, as a measure adapted to the purpose for which it was 
“ proposed ; that if it did nothing more than effect the desirable object of bringing 
“ together persons of all denominations and classes, and making them better known 

and more friendly inclined to one another, it would have conferred on the country 
<‘the greatest advantage, and it has done so.” 

Advantage of Finance Committees. 

Very general testimony is borne to the moral check and control exercised by 
the Finance Committees, in cases where, from intimidation or other causes, Relief 
Committees may have permitted improper persons to remain upon the relief lists, 
or have estimated for sums beyond their moderate wants. In these cases names 
have been struck off, or estimates reduced, before the Relief Commissioners have 
been called upon to advance money. This inquisitorial office appears to have 
removed the odium in some instances from particular members of Relief Com- 
mittees. 

In many Unions, however, owing to the illness or absence of the members of a 
Finance Committee, the Government Inspector was called upon to exercise almost 
the entire functions of a Finance Committee. This being known, necessarily 
identified him individually with the obnoxious act, which it would have been 
better to have avoided. 

In several instances, the Finance Committee undertook to contract for the 
supply of provisions for Relief Committees, supplying them with provisions as 
required, and only with so much money as they wanted to pay the staff of the 
Committee and incidental charges : this arrangement invariably worked with good 
effect. 

It may be generally said of Finance Committees, that “ to their strict integrity 
“ and just impartiality the several Unions are deeply indebted for the great economy 
“ enforced, as they invariably acted with justice to the people, and with honesty of 
“ purpose towards the Government.” 

Working of Relief Committees. 

Testimony is borne to the zealous and unwearied co-operation of Committees of 
all creeds and parties that they were attentive and well-disposed, and it is evident 
that a much better feeling prevailed amongst them at the close than at the com- 
mencement of the service. 

It is thought that the clerks and assistants were not sufficiently under the con- 
trol of the Inspector, on account of which many Committees have been imposed 
upon from the manner in which they have relied upon the actions of their sub- 
ordinates. 

The inefficiency of clerks, moreover, was very apparent ; many could not make 
up and render the simple accounts and returns required of them ; yet so negligent 
ol pecuniary details, and so wanting in habits of business, were many members 
of Committees, that they left the control of them to these parties. 

The conduct of the Committees generally was finn and upright, but some did 
not act with that fairness which the necessity of the case required. In Bantry 
Union, for example, money was obtained from the Commission under false pre- 
tences, and even under an assumed or forged receipt, put forward by members of 
a Committee ostensibly for the purpose of deceiving the Government. In this 
case the fraud was detected, and the money recovered. 

The advantage of rate-payers working in Committees is highly spoken of as, in 
most instances, producing a sincere, harmonious, and cordial unanimity ; and, in 
particular, from the effective support and co-operation of the clergy of all persua- 
sions, whose exertions are beyond all praise ; thereby producing a more kindly 
feeling among all denominations of sects and parties, and the removal of sectarian 
prejudices. 

The difficulties these Committees had to contend against were very great. In 
the original formation of lists of destitute persons, a false impression was made, in 
some cases, on the minds of the poor, that when enrolled on the relief lists, they 
would have to give up their tenements and cabins to their landlords j they there- 
fore starved themselves until tiie impression was removed. 
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The difficulty was immense in carrying out one uniform system witti so nume^ 
rous a body. 

One Committee would not allow any holders of land at all to receive relief, 
while others were acting directly the reverse. 

Some were overpowered by mobs of people ; supplies were occasionally stopped 
and plundered, and threatening letters received, which were in most instances dis- 
regarded. Imposition was acknowledged, but great efforts were made by Com- 
mittees to stop it. 

In one Union, Limerick, it is stated that in the rural districts little abuse 
occurred. Of sixteen Commiitees one yielded somewhat to intimidation, one 
was too lax in giving relief. With these exceptions it is impossible to speak too 
highly of them. “ No one who has not sat for hours endeavouring nicely to dis- 
“ criminate between abject poverty and utter de-stilution, can form an idea of the 
“ painful nature of their duties.” 

Conduct of the People. 

The orderly and good conduct of the peasantry, and even tlm people generally, 
notwithstanding the great influx of paupers into towns, is highly to be commended. 
All admit that the resignation and forbearance of the labouring classes was astonish- 
ing, when it is remembered with what rapidity the real famine encompassed them. 

An occasional disposition to turbulence exhibited itself in Rathkeale Union, by 
the stoppage and robbery of carts with provisions; but through the prompt energy 
of the inspecting officer, and firmness of the Committees, it was immediately put 
an end to. 

AhxLses in the Issue of Food. 

Many Committees admit that abuses have existed, but that the measure generally 
was as little abused aud as little liable to abuse as any system of gratuitous relief 
on so large a scale could possibly have been. 

In some places the “ richer farmers wished to put all the population on the relief 
“ lists, until they were compelled to believe that they would have to repay the 
“ advances, thinking that they could help out wages by relief.” This was 
throughout a great point of contention, but it was, in most districts, successfully 
resisted. Some Committees express regret that rations were not allowed in aid of 
wages, while others. North Dublin City included, acted on the princijde of giving 
aid to insufficient earnings. 

In the outset the people appeared to consider “ the relief as a free grant from the 
“ Queen, of udiich all might, Avithout shame, avail themselves,” and “ the Committees 
“ encountered a sad amount of deceit and lying from the people,” so much so that 
the first printed regulation, with some, stilted, that ” Any person Avho endeavours 
“ to deceive the Committee by telling lies, shall not receive relief after they are 
“ found out.” 

In some divisions there ivas a tendency to be too liberal, but this the Com- 
mittees do not wonder at, as the functions devolved chiefly on the clergy. 

A spirit of independence did not exist; the people said, “ We are all poor, and 
“ may as well get a share of what is going.” Tliey are averse to regular industry. 
Indolence and wiint of exertion of the labouring classes is reported to be amongst 
the greatest evils of Ireland. 

In some of the worst parts of Ireland it is stated, that not more than 8 per cent, 
of the people came under the denomination of infii'nx poor, the remainder relieved 
consi.sted of able-bodied. 

There is no doubt that many improper persons were continued on the lists 
through intimidation and other causes, notwithstanding the greatest scrutiny; 
although it is reported that the people ivere always the best off" when the reckless 
distribution of food was stopped, and that the departure from regulations as laid 
doum Avas always attended Avith abuse. 

It is reported that “ great difficulty Avas experienced in restraining the people 
“ from extreme abuses, and, notwithstanding the evils of the ‘ Labour Rate Act,’ 
“ it required great exertion to druAv them from it, tliough they could scarcely pro- 
“ ceed to the roads, dropping dead frequently on the Avay ; but such ivas theiV love 
“ of handling the badly-earned silver, that they could not be got, at first, to go to 
“ the depots for the gratuitous food.” 

In the toAvn of Gort all Avere described as paupers except about 50 families. 

In some divisions the numbers upon the Relief Lists became so excessiA’e, even

exceeding tlie census as taken in 1841, that it became necessary to limit the 
expenditure to three-fourths of the population. 

Another description of fraud practised, was that of altering the numbers as 
printed upon the ration tickets. 

“ In Limerick, at first the numbers increased without control until sub- 
“ committees were formed of persons having local knowledge, when the lists wem 
“ soon reduced by thousands.” 

The idle were impressed with the idea that food must be doled out to every 
applicant, without inquiry into the merits of the case; but in some cases the 
people themseh’es gave information, in private, ol improper persons being put 
upon the Relief Lists. 

A bad principle, with some Committees, prevailed of “ replacing pei'sons in 
“ actual employment on the Relief Lists, after they had been sti-uck oif by the 
“ Finance Committee, and of not strictly enforcing the attendance of the able- 
“ bodied at the food depots this disregard of the general instructions rendered 
the members of Relief Conjmittees personally liable for any excess of expenditure 
beyond the estimate. 

“ It is also reported that intluential farmers have dismissed their regular 
“ servants, and only employed them at odd times, to enable them to lie on the 

Rehef Lists.” 

The impositions and abuses thus acknowledged were strenuously opposed, and, 
in some cases, successfully met by the efforts of Committees. 

Another system practised by some Committees, where the fear of a high rate 
for the repayment prevailed, “ was not to give out the full quantity authorized l)y 
“ the Commissioners as the ration.” 

Various other kinds of abuses reported by the Committees might be here 
enumerated; but, in this summary, those of a leading character only are 
recorded. 

Advantage of Cooked Food. 

The almost universal opinion given by the Committees is in favour of cooked 
food, in preference to raw meal. A strong feeling was at first excited against its 
adoption in most parts of Ireland, not so much from the destitute, as from mem- 
bers of Committees, chiefly, as reported, “ that they might be relieved from 
“trouble.” 

The result, however, has proved its great advantage ; diarrhosa and dysentery 
were stayed by it, and a great improvement was rapidly manifested, through its 
agency, in the general appeaz-ance of the people. It was lound to be the most 
nutritious, the best test of destitution, and the most economical. 

The saving of fuel to the people was a great desideratum ; for that i-eason 
alone it was much preferred to the “ steeped meal,” in which state it was re((uired 
to be issued, if not cooked, to prevent, if possible, its sale, 'i’he really destitute 
very soon became sensible of its benefits to them ; and many persons, whose 
names were on the Relief Lists, did not apply and take their rations, because they 
did not consist of raw meal. 

The advantage of cooked food, as a test of destitution, may be shown by two 
electoral divisions, alike in circumstances, in which the proportion of population 
receiving relief, were ; — 

Cooked food . . . . 36 per cent. 

Uncooked do 58^^ do. 

In one Union, Dunfanaghy, the medical men report that the people were never 
so healthy as since the use of cooked food. 

The usual proportion for the one pound weight of raw or uncooked ration, 
was — one-third rice and two-thirds Indian meal, which, being cooked with water 
as “ stirabout,” swelled into a ration from 3 to 5 lbs. in weight, which mixture 
was pronounced as beneficial to health. 

Notwithstanding all these advantages, strange to say that, in many Unions, 
cooked food was not generally adopted, until the issue of a peremptory order for 
its use, and the Government Inspector had even been subject to threats of 
personal violence and conflict with members of Committees, in urging its 
adoption. 

The soup originally issued, before the “ stirabout” was brought into use, is 
reported to have been highly obnoxious to the people; and in “Clare” it was 
found necessary to discontinue it. 
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It is noiv admitted that, had the system of cooked food been generally adopted 
at first, much expense would have been saved ; and it is strongly urged as the 
means of out-door relief on any future occasion. 

In one Union, Macroom, a Committee reports, “ that they were indisposed to 
“ the Relief Act Ijefore it came into operation, but have now great satisfaction in 
“ bearing testimony to its efficiency and economy; had they not witnessed it them- 
“ selves, they could scarcely have conceived it possible that such a change for the 
“ better could have been brought about in the health and appearance of the poor, 

“ in so short a time, and at comparatively so small an expence.” 

The strength of the labouring man does not appear to have been reduced, as the 
usual agricultural labour task has lately been performed with the usual spirit and 
ability. In consequence, also, from the use of cooked food, it is reported that 
fever has been less fatal, and dysentery has disappeared. 

Robinson’s steam cooking apparatus ajipears to have effected a great saving of 
fuel and succeeded admirably. 

The women and children, in particular, much preferred cooked food, for it 
invariably secured to them tlieir rations ; not giving to a selfi.sh husband or father 
the power of selling it, as was too often the case with raw meal. 

Sufidency and Quality of Rations. 

The pound weight of meal or floor of any grain originally authorized by the 
Relief Commissioners, as a full ration, was witli the concurrence of the Board of 
Health. 

This quantity has proved ample, and in several Committees has been considered 
to be too much, and a lesser quantity given, but this, whenever done, has been 
contrary to tlie express directions of the Commissioners. 

It has been already shewn how much the ration inci-eased in weight in the 
process of cooking from the absorption of water ; some Committees took advan- 
tage of this and only issued two pounds weight of cooked food, instead of the full 
weight produced by the pound of meal. 

Ine Indian meal has now become a favourite and universal description of food, 
being preferred by many to the potato, and the people appear to understand better 
how to cook it. In many Committees porridge was made of it without the 
mixture of other meal, and it is reported to have agreed most perfectly with the 
health of all ages. 

In some few instances “soup” and “ stirabout” were distributed on alternate 
days, the soup being made of American pork or beef and pea meal, with vege- 
tables when obtainable ; but latterly the soup was not given, preference being 
given, as a rule, to the sole use of stirabout or porridge. 

It is reported that beans, carrots, tufnips, &c., have been largely planted in the 
country instead of potatoes, and that their cultivation is better understood. 

The occasional change from porridge to soup and biscuit is stated to be veiy 
beneficial, and the addition of rice and oatmeal to the Indian meal is most 
desirable, but the high price of the former is an objection to its general use. 

In the case of a large family the scale of rations has been considered too 
liberal, the value of the full rations being more than the average rate of wages : 
but the dietary, all admit, has produced the greatest benefit. 

It was expected in the first instance that the sale of rations would he very great, 
and so long us the Relief Works went on the benefit was great, but upon their 
stoppage the sale became very trifling indeed, scarcely amounting to one-fortieth 
per cent., and at a price making it little more than a gratuitous issue. 

In some instances it is reported that milk and ship biscuit was given to those 
children and others wlio did not thrive on stirabout. The quality as well as the 
quantity of ration usually issued is reported to have been exceedingly good ; some 
few complaints have been made, but the Committees deserve every credit for 
their humane and watchful character iu this respect. 

Economy of Relief Act. 

JMany Committees regret, on the score of economy, that the Temporary Relief 
Act was not originally introduced in lieu of the Labour Rate Act, while it really 
reached the helpless destitute persons, whether capable or incapable of labour, and 
of its insuring the receipt of food by all persons fur whom it is intended, it being 
a])})licable to all ; they state that in their respective districts it only cost one-third 
of the expense. 
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Tile happy fall in the price of provisions for the month of July, and the “short 
“reckoning,” or rapid amounting (every fortnight) for the disbursement ot the 
money advanced, the Committees attribute to the great saving effected upon their 

original estimates. . . , , ..i -o- n 

Their fortnightly estimates also being so scrutinised, first by the tmunce Com- 
mittee and afterwards by the Relief Commissioners, an important check was esta- 
blished upon t!ie market price of the ration. , i .v 

ITie result has been, that the measure has worked much more cheaply than was 
expected by several Committees; and, as already shown, if cooked food hud been 
established'from the beginning, a still further saving might have been effected. 

Some Committees, however, wish to show, that the cost of reliel is in P^opoi- 
tion to the subdivision of land, and the following is an extract from one ol the 
reports : “There was found in this, as in other divisions of the Union (Monaghan), 

“ great difference in the pauperism of different town-lands. The division contains 
“ 5ne demesne, valued at about 450/. yearly, which of course was free from pauper 
“inhabitants, and is to be put out of consideration m a comparison of this nature. 

“ Excluding this demesne, it was still found that the pauperism of a townland was 
“nearly in proportion of its subdivision. Of this, one townland forms J^iy 
“remarkable instance. It is valued to the poor-rates at 186/. yearly ; is entei-ed 
“ in the rate-books as having 44 landholders ; had 33 persons on the public works, 

“ at a supposed cost of 8/. 5s. per week ; and subsequently, on an average, above 
“ 100 persons on the soup-kitchen, at a supposed weekly cost of 51. Other gieiitly 
“ subdivided townlands present similar features in a less degree. On the other 
“hand, about lO townlands, little subdivided, were of no cost whatever to the 
division, under either system.” 

Private Charity and Voluntary Rating. 

In some feiv instances the Gorernment Inspectors induced the Committees to 
raise a voluntary rate amongst the rate-payers, which being submitted, when col- 
lected, to the Relief Commissioners, an equivalent donation in aid was obtained. 

The advantage of this system was not thoroughly understood until the po'Jdt “t 
the Commissioners to advance money was expiring, otherwise it is lulerreil that it 
■would have been taken advantage of, os tile total sum raised during the period ol 
the Commission, either by private charity or voluntary assessment, has been 
45 740/. D. 1 \.d., upon which a corresponding donation m aid has been made. 

But it is stated, that in some districts “absentee landlords and insolvent pro- 
“ prietors prevented voluntary rating being carried out ; that m some parts a large 
“portion of the landlords are in a state of insolvency, irom old incumbrances 
“ and the necessity of insuring their lives.” “The lands, therefore, are rack-rented 
“and the tenants not encouraged.” In some instances the voluntary rate iwas 
advanced by the landlords, one-half to be stopped from the tenant at the following 
gale. 

State of Fever and Sanitary Regulations. 

The Committees report, that the fever has been of a mild kind, and that it 
rapidly gave way to prompt measures. In North Dublin City the most energe 
measures were adopted immediately upon the Fever Act 

Without it innumerable deaths must have taken place. The s,imtaiy ‘egma 
tions which arose out of it were of the most useful kind. In one Union only 

fKenmare) 5107 cabins were whitewashed inside and out. 

^ In some places it was thought desirable not to expend tlie small funds in 

purchase of coffins, and dead bodies were consequently buried viithout them, 
wrapped in their clothes; this was done with the good object of saving the lives 
of others, and no complaint was therefore made by the clergy, ... r „ „r 
Almost simultaneously, at Donghrea, upon the issue ol uncooked “ 

cooked food, when the boilers were found insufficient, iever broke out and spread 
with great rapidity, which was attributed to the food being only half cooked by the 

’’°The Fever Act has had so good an effect in improving the mode of treatment of 
disease, that many consider it should be made permanent. 

Many Committees enforced cleanliness of house and person amongst the paities 
applying for rations. The following were a few of the rules generally adopted. 
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“ Al[ persons aj)plying for rations with dirty hands or faces shall not be ad- 
“ niitted. 

" All persons who receive relief, shall be required to have their houses white- 
“ u'ashed within and without, which must be certified by the Inspector, or relief 
“ will be stopped. 

“ Persons who continue to have pools of stagnant water or heaps of dung about 
“ their doors, thereby causing infection and disease, shall receive no relief.” 

Committees of Ladies. 

The valuable services rendered by the ladies in Committees, and individually, 
are spoken of in just praise at Carlow and elsewhere ; and the Industrial Society, 
formed by the Killarney ladies, did much good, and finally spread through 
Kerry. 

Societies and Associations for Relieving the Distress. 

The expression of gratitude and thanks to the societies that have supplied the 
various localities with provisions and money is very general, and appears to be 
sincere. 

Efficiency and Conduct of Government Injectors. 

Tiie zeal and efficiency of the Inspecting Officers form a gratifying feature in 
the reports from the Committees ; they admit the great assistance the officers have 
been to them, and liow', through their incessant labours, starvation w'as kept at 
bay. 

Although threatening letters and friendly warnings w'ere sent from time to time 
to the officers, they performed their duty fearlessly, and but seldom met with, 
annoyance or disrespect ; moreover, when they shewed the greatest firmness by 
not permitting any deviation from the salutary regulations laid down by the Com- 
missioners on any plea however specious, it is reported that their firmness was 
afterwards admired and abundantly attested in the resolutions adopted by the 
Relief Committees at the close of their labours. 

The Inspecting Officers, with but one solitary exception, Bantry, acted faitlifully 
to the trust reposed in them by the Government, and with humanity to the poor 
starving creatures surrounding them. In the case of Bantry, false names and sig- 
natures were knowingly passed off as genuine upon the Commissioners, in order to 
obtain for the Committees monies not due. 

State of Distress on the Stoppage of Relief. 

Tlie Relief Act tvas brought to a close in the several Unions at different periods, 
as already shown — on the 15th and 29th August, and 12th September, 1847. 

Considerable suffering is reported to have been the effect in the mountainous 
districts, but the periods are considered to have been well chosen, and no com- 
plaints have been made of premature stoppage of relief. 

The demand, however, for labour is not equal to the supply; the really destitute 
might be supported in some districts for a considerable time out of the balances in 
the hands of Committees, allowed to be retained by them for that purpose. 

Latterly, the able-bodied were very generally worked upon the roads for their 
rations, which rapidly reduced the lists, and the worst pressure, which was between 
the 13th .June and 18th July, having gone by, the griping hand of distress was 
not so much upon them. 

It is admitted, that if Relief had continued, it would have been impossible to 
luvve prevented the work of the country being carried on by people in receipt of 
relief. 

Some Committees view with much pleasure the improved condition of the 
people on the stoppage of relief compared with the commencement, and state the 
jioorest class, at the end of the Relief Act, to be in better health and strength 
than usual in former }'ears. 

There can be no doubt that the cessation of relief under the Act was attended 
with distress, but not to the amount anticipated. 

Repayment of Advances. 

Scarcely any money was repaid during the progress of the relief service ; a few 
sums were received from Ballinglass, Dundalk, and Dunshauglilin Unions, but a 
full belief had gone abroad that rates would not be collected for the purposes of re-

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piiynieiit ; therefore, the guardians displayed no energy in enforcing their col- 
lection. . . , 

The difficxilties of the Committees were imich increased m getUns rates struck 
on account of the impression, tliat the relief system was an extraordinary bounty, 
but whenever they liiive proceeded with the understanding that tlie money ad- 
vanced would be called for, and the superinlendeiice has been assumed by members 
able to do their duty with justice and courage, impositions have been lew, and the 
rates struck. 

Where the belief became prevalent that the advances would have to be repaid, 
the rate-payers in several instances came torward and assisted the Committees. 

Some Boards of Guardians, notwithstanding they had passed resolutions for 
rates for the Temporary Relief Act, refused to strike them, until they were forced 
to do so by the further supply of funds being withheld. 

The financial difficulties of Unions, incurred before the Relief Ad, tend very 
much to embarrass some Boards of Guardians, who are otherwise desirous to repay 
the advances made to them. The repudiation of their liabilities is very generally 
disclaimed by the Committees. 



Success of the Temporary Relief Act. 

That the measure has fully succeeded in its oljcct there cannot be the slightest 
doubt. The Committees universally report that the majority of the poor were in 
a wretched condition at the commencement, but are now comparatively healthy, and 
the labourers so much improved in vigour and sirength as to be physically capable 
of any exertion. It is also reported that the Act has had a salutary effect on the 
social state of the community, as not only have the multitude been rescued from 
famine and death, but crime 'comparatively diminished, and agrarian outrage, lor 
the period of its duration, suppressed. ^ , f .t. 

Some Committees contrast the working of the Relief Act with that ot the 
Labouring Poor, with advantage to the former, believing that it has been the pre- 
servation of the country. _ -u • 1 J 

Habits of cleanliness and order have in many parts ol the country been luduced 
amongst the people. 

The habits of business amongst members of Committees, winch many report to 
have been lamentably deficient, appear to have received a stimulus from what was 
required of them under the Relief Act, “ The value of the lorms, rules, and regu-- 
” lations, issued by the Commissioners for the charge and accountability ol money, 
“ is well spoken of, and the adoption and benefit derived from the encouragement 
“ of ‘ meal-dealers,’ a.s recommended in Mr Trevelyan’s letter of the lOfh February, 
“ 1847, has formed the ground-work for much future good. 

The total absence of party spirit during the progress of the measure is also 
spoken of with much joy. _ , , i j 

The financial arrangements generally the Committees understood, and appear 
satisfied with. They state that, notwithstanding “ the frequent delays in sending 
“ in their estimates, they were enabled to keep up a continuous system of reliel on 
“ the most economical terras.” They also consider that the banks rendered valu- 
able assistance in undertaking the office of Treasurers. 

As the object of this paper is to record the real opinions expressed by the 
Committees, the objections to the measure have been sought lor, as well as praise ; 
but few indeed have been found beyond the general one of “ sujiporting the people 

“ in idleness.” . . i • • r r 

The demoralizing practice of sitting down in idleness and claiming reliel as a 
gift instead of receiving it with thankfulness, is complained of by some; and the 
same parties sugge.st that, should any after arrangements be necessary, every pos- 
sible attention ought to be paid to promote the moral and industrial habits ol the 

^^S^onie also state that, with the great benefit of saving so many from starvation 
the Relief Act has been productive of serious evil, in breaking down the feeling of 
self-dependence among the able better class of cotters, by not requiring work from 
the able-bodied ; also that assemblages of people to receive their rations had a 
dangerous and demoralizing tendency. 

In one large Union, Callan, however, it is stated “that, m consequence ot the 
“ way in which the Committees were enabled, in some large measure, to carry 
“ out the Aot in the spirit in which it was conceived, the habits ol the poor, 
“ instead of being demoralized, will be in some good degree improved. 
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In another Union it is reporfetl “ that, if demoralization h.as been the consequence 
‘‘ of the Relief Measure, it is to those parties who undertook such res()onsil)le duties 
“ without fulfilling them that blame alone can be attached, as nothing could be 
“ more perfect than the instructions laid down by the Government.” 

Latterly, however, many Committees required the able-bodied poor to give some 
work on roads, &c., left unfinished, for the rations they received. 

The promptitude and efficiency of the arrangements, generally, of the Com- 
jnission, the Committees speak of in great praise. 

The great oliject of the Relief Act all admit has been achieved — in saving the 
people from starvation. 

In Cahirciveen it is reported, “ that the inhabitants of entire districts were rescued 
“from starvation and death, but a greater economy might have been effected if the 
“ Commissioners had left less power in the hands of local Committees.” 

“In one division only (Castlemagner), it is stated that the Relief Act was the 
“means of saving lOOU poor creatures from starvation.” 

In Carlow it is reported that begging nearly ceased, and work was eagerly 
sought for during the progress of the Act ; that there was almost a total cessation 
of crime, and that demoralization, so much apprelieuded, had not been realized. 

It is also stated, tliat the “ arrangements at first appeared complicated, but expe- 
“ rii'iice proved, that had their originators previously witnessed the operation of the 
“system, they could not have introduced one better calculated, both from its 
^‘economy and solid utility, to meet the awful urgency of the case;” the greatest 
regularity prevailed, and no individual, requiring assistance, was left without 
relief. 

The gentlemen and clergy of all persuasious cordially co-operated, which tended 
so much to its success. 

Tlie relief, however, like all eleemosynary systems, was liable to objections, but 
considered that tiie “ public works in the end became a public nuisance.” 

In Cavan, it is reported that one-third of the population were rescued from 
starvatii'D and maintained in a healthy condition ; and one report states, that “I 
“ heard the poor (I use their own words) pray God’s blessings upon the Queen and 
“the Government for sending them food in the time of their bitter need.” 

General conviction is expressed, that, under the circumstances of the country, the 
relief measures were the best that could have been adopted; that the system was 
admirably planned, and wanted only zeal and activity on the part of t!ie Committees, 
and a zealous co-operation of all classes, hut wish that it had been possible to unite 
the encouragement of industry and amelioration of their condition, along with the 
support of life in the poor. 

It is reported, that before the Relief Act commenced, a census was taken for 
Kenmare and Tuosist, electoral divisions in Keumare Union, by which it was cal- 
culated, that a loss by deutli, up to that time, had occurred, in the former division of 
12, and in the latter of 20 per cent, of the population. 

hiuch benefit is also reported to have ax'isen from the power given to extend 
relief to small fanners while sowing tlieir tillage and cutting turf, but much scru- 
tiny W!is required in this to prevent abuse. 

The peace of the country is declared to have been preserved by the measure, as 
well as the lives of thousands, and that property was never more secure. 

The distress from the failure of the potato crop was felt more particularly in the 
coast districts, where the people subsisted on the produce of the shore and con-acre. 

Some Committees state, that the New Poor Law could not be introduced under 
more favourable circumstances than in following the Temporary Relief Act. 

Many Committees, who were opposetl to the measure throughout, bear testimony 
to the admirable manner in which the Commission was worked ; they acknowledge 
the difficultie.s of the task, and admit the e.xperinient of feeding an entire nation has 
been eminently successful. 

In Lmvtherstown Union thanks were voted to ihc Relief Commissioners “for 
“their zealous endeavours ami success, under God, in contending with the unex- 
“amplecl difficulties of a system that was, from the awful suddenness of the 
“ calamity, unavoidably and necessarily imperfect, and, consequently, attended with 
“ many evils, particularly that of giving alms to the able-bodied without working 
“for it.” 

Although a desjionding idea existed at first with respect to the success of the 
Relief Act, the whole was soon removed, u'hen “ uni\ ersal regret arose that it 
“ had not preceded all other measures of relief.” 

B 2 
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One Committee reports, — “The eminent success of this vast and comprehensive 
“ ineasui*e, the extremely liarassing and perilous nature of the service, the 
“ judicious successful arrangements of the Commission, and the hapjiy moral 
“ effect produced by the association and union in council of the hitherto 
“ discordant materials, judiciously selected lor the constitution of Relief Com- 
“ mittees; and however'easy it may be to find fault, it is not so easy to feed more 
“ than three millions of souls; the plan was a good one, and worked well.” 

Prospect for eiisuhig Winter. 

I might pass by unnoticed the prospective view taken of the social condition ol 
Ireland, conceiving that the part I had to fulfil in connexion with the Relict 
Commission to have closed ; but as the several Reports refer more or less to the 
future, it may be thought advisable to record them generally, and, although the 
remarks may be insignificant in themselves, they may, when taken collectively, add 
something to swell the stock of general information. 

The prospect for the winter is reported to be bad ; in many parts of the country 
the potato does not exist, nor are money wages to be had. 

The obligation which property has contracted is acknowledged iii many reports. 

It is reported that small landholders are better oft in one respect than usual, 
from not having contracted debts for support during the summer. 

With respect to the New Poor J.aw, it is considered that it will be carried out 
successfully, if the workhouse test can be established. 

The land in some parts is reported to be ill-farmed, and that it does not 
pi-oduce one-fourth of what it ought, if drained and well larnied. 

Complaint is made, that many non-residents do not give employment or 
assistance. 

In Banbridge Union it is stated, that the industrious classes were left on the 
stoppage of relief in a more comfortable position than they have been for any 
period during the last two years. 

The greatest distress and poverty is stated to exist wliere the population were 
dependent on conacre. 

It is by some expected that the people will still look up to local members of 
Committees where there are no resident landlords, thereby placing them in no 
enviable position. 

The great complaint appears to be, that no employment exists for the 
labouring class ; and as casual agricultural labour and begging for potatoes 
through the country were the only means of support to a vast number of the 
poorer classes, much distress must return, now that relief is stopped under the 
Commission. 

The entire de])endence of the tradesmen of towns in the country uj)on the state 
of agriculture in the neighbourhood, has, it is reported, almost reduced them to a 
level with the labourer. 

In Clogheen Union it is reported, that the potatoes are abundant in proportion 
to the plant, but showing the disease of 1845. 

In Cootehill Union it is stated, that ivant of employment is much felt owing 
to so few resident gentry, and that in fact there ivill be no employment unless 
Government provides it. 

In Downpatrick, however, some laudable efforts are made to provide remune- 
rative work for the unemiftoyed. 

In Dimgarvan Union the landlords, owing to the limited cjuantity of land 
which they hold, can supply but an inadequate employment, in comparison with 
the exigencies of the country ; the farmer still less, from want of regular system, 
and iiiiperfect mode of cultivation. Constant and ample employment, it is 
considered, would be provided, if agriculture in Ireland were conducted on the 
principles of rural economy of England, Scotland, or the Netherlands. 

In Eiiniscorthy Union, on the property under the Court of Chancery and 
ab.sentee landlords, the people are reported to be miserable and neglected. 

In Kanturk, again, there was not employment for half the poor, nor had they 
any food of their own raising. The majority of landowners, it is stated, have not 
applied for any loans for improvement. 

A very general wish is expressed in the most distressed districts that, although 
they are 'aware of the evils arising from public works, the Government would 
sanction a limited number of persons being employed to finish the incomplete 
undertakings of last year. 
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In Kilkenny Union it is stated that clothes are pledged by the poor to the, 
value of H500A, the cash advanced upon which was 3500/. It was lioped that 
they would be mostly released in the harvest, but only 250/. worth were dcdivered 
out at the end of September. 

The balances left by the Commissioners in the hands of Committees, on cessa- 
tion of relief, where economy had been practised, would prove sufEcient for the 
support of the helpless poor for a considerable period. 

In some districts it is reported that only the industrious labourers will engage 
upon the drainage works, the nature of those works being distasteful to the 
majority of the people. 

In Loughrea Union, after referring to the helplessness of the people, the neces- 
sity is urged of “ providing for them, either by emigration or employment, ami 
“ for the intelligent and affluent part of the community to put their own shoulders 
“ to the wheel.” 

In those parts where the population hitherto mainly subsisted on the potato, it 
was raised with great facility on the mountain, by burning the peat soil, and 
setting potatoes on the ashes, and on old arable land by the use of sea-weed for 
manure, which loft the ground in a fit state to produce grain crops. The potato 
being plenty, horse, cow, pig, all were fed. But in those districts pigs are now 
almost extinct ; horses reduced by at least one-half, and black cattle by a third. 
Supposing the potato restored, it would take years to replace the capital of the 
small farmer. 

Distress in Milford Union next spring, it is thought, will be great. The corn 
crop will not support the population for more than three or four months. Exten- 
sive fisheries are known to be available, but the boats and fishing-tackle are at 
present very rude. 

Althougli the difficulty of improving the condition of the people is reported to be 
very great; “ yet out of his country the Irishman is admitted to be energetic and. 
“ industrious, and this is shown by the sum of 2200/. having been remitted from 
“ abroad, within the last six months, through the post-office of the little town of 
“ Rathinelton.” 

Ill Sciiriff, where the population formerly depended on conacre, and very little 
of money wages paid, the prospects of the ensuing winter are reported to be ap- 
palling in the extreme; and although the harvest was abundant, the farmers are 
obliged to keep a constant watch at night, and fears are entertained that the 
ensuing winter will be a season of want, crime, and outrage. The intensity of 
distress in this Union is chiefly caused by the excessive subdivision of laud and 
want of employment. 

In Thurles Union it is reported, “ That the difficulty of the time is far from 
“ ended, and that for the ensuing year the most anxious advice and watchful care 
“ will be required.” 

■' The attention of the Government is recommended to enforcing the general and 
“ continued employment of the people, by individuals, and that property of every 
“ kind, M-ithout exception, may be declared liable for its share of the burdens of 
“ the district in which it lies.” In Tralee Union also great distress is feared, as 
no manufactories exist or large proprietors who give employment. 

In concluding these extracts and remarks, the whole of which are contained in 
the very numerous reports in office, I would refer to an opinion given from the 
Monaghan Union, us to the result of the Temporary Relief Act in breaking up 
the union for evil between fanner and cotter. It states, that “ the term farmer 
“ and labourer were synonymous in Ireland ; that great social benefits will pro- 
•' bably arise, not the least will be the primary formation of the Irish labourer 
“ as a class, thus i-ealizing the common division of farmer and labourer, which 
“ exists in all other well regulated countries. It may also be remarked, that by 
“the late division of ‘rate payer’ and ‘pauper;’ or, in oilier words, society 
“ having been divided, during the operation of the lute relief measures, into two 
“ classes, viz., those on whom the burden of paying the rates has I'allen, and on 
“ the other side, the recipients of relief, it is evident that the apparent interests of 
“ these two classes are no longer identical.” 

“ The direct result of this has been to break through that terrible bond of 
“ secrecy, hitherto the bane of Ireland. 

“ The importance of muldng these two classes as distinct as possible cannot be 
“overrated; the loosening of the bond of secrecy between them, though most im- 
“ porlant, is not the only benefit likely to arise ifom this change in our social 
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“ system ; we may look forward to having an honest farmer, who, by taking into 
“his farm the smallholdings in his neighbourhood, will, by proper tillage, in- 
“ crease the productive power of the soil, added to this we shall have the labourer 
“ (or former holder of three or four acres) instead of scratching the surface of his 
“exhausted land and w'orking one day for the ‘ landlord,’ another for his ‘ x'eve- 
“'rence,’a thix*d at the ‘fair,’ a fourth going to the loan fund to get money to 
“pay his ‘con-acre,’ a fifth at the ‘bench,’ to get compensation for a damage 
“ done by his neighbour for a trespass, and the sixth spent at the ‘ Agent’s 
“ ‘ Office,’ to fight off arrears of rent, — instead of this we should have a substantial 
“ labourer devoting his whole energies to his calling, likely to find emjdoyment, if 
“he be honest, and if disabled, qualified to get legal support. 

“Those landlords Who wish to encourage a good class of labourers on their 
“ estates u’oiild do well to extricate them from the clutches of the farmers and 
“ give them a house and garden at a fair rent, a new book, to be kept by the 
“ agent, called the ‘ Labourer’s Rent Book,’ this would make the labouring classes 
“ greatly independent of the farmers, the more marked the division between these 
“classes the better for society, and every principle of humanity ought to make us 
“ consult the comfort of the labourer who is verily ‘ our poor and needy brother in 
“ ‘the land.’ ’’ 

With this final Summary and Appendix, I believe that every matter in connec- 
tion with the Relief Commission will be closed ; every proper and just demand, it 
is believed, has been met and liquidated, and the balance to the credit of the Com- 
missioners at the Bank of Ireland on account of loan and grant monies imprested 
to them has been returned to the Exchequer. 

The examiners from the Audit Office in London attached to the Commission 
have just completed tlie whole account, and will very shortly submit their entire 
proceedings to the Commissioners for Auditing the Public Accounts, for statement 
and final audit.
